the weapons they need for their 
crimes. 
5. The State of Israel will fulfill 
its obligation and exercise its 
Tight to defend its representatives 
and citizens, and will act with per- 
severance against the terrorist or- 
ganizations, their bases and those 
who aid them, until an end is put 
to their criminal activity. 
6. The Knesset demands that all 
states and governments act 
efficiently to put a stop to the ter- 
rorists’ activity, and to liquidate their 
bases. 7 
7. The Knesset notes the announce- 
ment of the Cabinet, given by 
the Prime Minister in the Knesset 
on Wednesday, September 6, 1972, 
and on Tuesday, September 12, 1972. 
The text of the resolution was 
cabled yesterday to the Speakers of 
parliaments all over the world.

New tactics 
may be used 
against terror

Israel is expected to meet the 


terrorists on their own terms 


in 
order to combat the rising wave of terror, using tactics which would 


be both unconventional and 


ing. At the same time, Israel's 


security forces must be on the defensive, taking maximum precau-~ 
tions to ensure the safety of Israelis and Israel property abroad. 


This was the eppraisal of 
informed circles in Jerusalem yester- 
day, who pointed out that the possi- 
bilities of acting against Israel 
abroad are virtually unlimited, 
and the general f is that 
in order to counter this wave 
of “spectacular terrorism” — which 
js expected to continue — Israel 
will have to take the initiative abroad. 
This initative can, of course, only 
be decided upon at Cabinet level. 

The past months have illustrated 
that to be on the defensive alone 
ig not enough. The terrorists have 
been calling the shots, with Israel 
waltzing to the dictates of uncon- 
ventional terrorism. The only way 
this can be combated effectively in 
the opinion of Israel security circles 
is to assume the initiative and keep 
“the other side” on the run. 

Israel's ability to adapt to un- 
conventional situations has been 11- 
lustrated in the past. Eichmann was 
not brought to trial in Jerusalem 
by conventional means, and it is 
safe to speculate that Israel's highly 
efficient security and Intelligence 
services do not operate conventional- 
ly. The ability to meet the terror- 
ists on thelr own terms was de- 
monstrated by the methods used in 
Gaza, where sanity was restored 
only after the problem was recog- 
nized as unigue and treated as 
such. 

The field of action to be adopted 
against the current wave of terror 
ts wide. Black September, the ter- 
ror arm of the Fatah, could not 
have been ag effective as it hes 
been over the past few months had 
the organization not enjoyed the 
full cooperation of the Arab embas- 
sies and missions in Western Eu- 
rope. 

The terrorists could also not have 
acted as effectively as they, did 
without the support of the revolu- 
tionary fringe groups in those coun- 
tries where the actions were car- 
ried out, or without the training 
facilites and contacts offered by 
European terror groups — such 85 
Germany's Bader-Meinhof gang. 

FEEEDOM OF MOVEMENT 

The freedom of movement of ter- 
rorists In Europe will also have 
to be curtailed, as will the acti- 
vities of “Palestinian organizations" 
which operate from offices in most 
European. capitals, if steps against 
them are to be effective. 

But for this the cooperation of 
the host countries is necessary, and 
the governments of Western Eu- 
rope can only take steps which 
ally with popular public opinion in 
those countries. Thus, in choosing 
the course of action Israel even- 
tually decides to take, ft will have 
to be careful not to an e the 
local inhabitants — in the way that 
the Arabs managed to antagonize 
the vast majority of the West Ger- 
man public with the slaughter of 
11 Israel sportsmen in Munich — 
nor to negate the wave of sympa- 
thetic support which has rallied be- 
hind Israel following the Black Sep- 
tember’s spate of murder. 

But the war against terrorism 
cannot be localized against the ter- 
rorists themselves, for they oper- 
ate not only with the financial 
and operational help of the Arab 
governments, but with their official 
blessings as well. 

The two-year-old cease-fire has 
been adhered to by all parties con- 
cerned — apart from the occasional 
incident, such as the downing of 
two Egyptians Migs earlier this year, 
and the Arab governments have 
found it effective and expedient to 
concentrate their attacks on Israel 
through the terrorist groups. 

Not only does this allow them to 
release some of the frustration in- 
herent in the current no-peace, no- 
war situation while Israel continues 
to hold onto the territories taken in 
the Six Day War, but it also re- 
Meves them from having to take 
the responsibility for these actions. 

There is, however, one danger 
the Arab governments will have to 


fame Pact abit a ear 
face. There te no guarantee that 
the situation will not deteriorate, €s- 
ealating into full-scale conventional 
warfare between Israel and its 
neighbours. 

The involvement of the Syrian 
Air Force following Israel's action 
against the terrorists last Friday 
is one indication of this, and it 
may not take long before uniform- 
ed Arab army officers will start de- 
manding some of the “glory” being 
heaped on the Fatah by Arab lead- 
era and by the Arab press. 

The quest for glory may even 
extend to Egypt's President Sadat, 
who is finding It more and more 
difficult to maintain his role es lead- 
er of the Arab world — a role in 
which the Palestinian question is 
becoming more and more important, 
especially for those “rear-line” coun- 
tries which hold the purse strings, 
such as Libya and Iraq. 

There 15 little doubt that Egypt's 
military position has been weaken- 
ed by Russia's pullout. The Soviets 
have thus far continued to deny 
Sadat his demands for offensive 
weapons, and the chances are that 
the more intense the demands be- 
come, and the more flat the refu- 
sals will grow, 80 the relations be- 
tween the two countries will be 
strained even further. 

‘A total rift with Egypt will be a 
blow to Russia's prestige, but not 
to its strategic capacity, observers 
point out, noting that Russia's re- 
lations with Syria and Southern Ye- 
men continue to remain cordial. The 
blow to Egypt would be far more 
telling, especially in light of the 
fact that thus far Egypt has only 
partially managed to find alternative 
sources of arms supplies. 

Tt is against this background—re- 
cognizing the deterrent effect of a 
threatened full-scale conflagration 
(which few expect to happen), and 
the willingness to adopt umconven- 
tonal methods — that Israel can 
hope to control the terrorists. 


‘Syria lifts 
restrictions 
on terrorists’

Soldiers deny 
firing stray. 
fatal bullet 


TEL AVIV. — Two young soldiers 
went on trial before the Jaffa Mi- 
litary Court yesterday on charges 
of causing the death of a Tel Aviv 
contractor while practising with a 
Kalachnikov rifle. The accused, Zvi 
Brenner and Mordecha! Hazouk, 
pleaded not guilty. 

They are accused of causing the 
death of Gedalya Tchatzkis, 67, by 
firing 2 stray bullet, unintentionally 
and carelessly, but not with cri- 
minal negligence. They are also 
charged with illegal and unauthor- 
ized use of a weapon without tak- 
ing proper safely precautions. 

The military prosecutor, Seren 
Dan Friedman, said in court that 
one of the two soldiers — who had 
been on leave at the time of the 
accident on March 17 — had been 
“lent” the rifle by the 
of thelr unit. 

“On arriving at the Ramat Gan 
stadium, the two accused fired sev- 
eral shots from the weapon at a 
‘wooden post and at a wall. A thou- 
sand metres away, the contractor 
Tchatzkis fell to the ground, mor- 
tally wounded. The police deter- 
mined that the fatal bullet had been 
fired from the soldiers’ weapon," 
the prosecutor said. 

One of yesterday's witnesses, the 
armourer, testified reluctantly un- 
der cross-examination from the pro- 
secutor that the soldier who later 
returned the weapon told him he 
had fired it, saying he feared he 
had hit someone. 

The hearings resume tomorrow.

The charges against Reichman 
have been brought under the 1950 
law for Punishment of Nazis and 
Their Collaborators. 

The police investigation began re- 
cently, when a U.S. tourist, Sigmund 
Gurson, identified the accused as 
the man who beat his grandfather. 
According to the charges, Mr. Gur- 
son and his grandfather earned 
their living by carting coal. One 
day Mr. Gurson, then 8 youngster, 
put several lumps of coal into his 
pocket while the grandfather’s wa- 
gon was being loaded. 

Reichman allegedly tore his trou- 
sers in order to retrieve the coal, 
and beat him with a whip. When 
Jacobowitz intervened to defend his 
grandson, Reichman allegedly beat 
him with an iron bar, and left him 
unconscious and bleeding from head

“This is because Hitler and all 
German people knew that Israelis 
are not people who are working 
in the interest of the people of the 
world, and that is why they burnt 
the Israelis alive with gas in the 
soll of Germany.”

WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. where pollution is severe. 
Natlonal Research Council says air... 
Pollution from the burning of ,coal,..on the .pollution-cancer lnk, 
petroléiim and wood may -contribute 
to America's increasing rate of lung 
cancer. 

The Council, in a 361-page report 
to the Environmental Protection 
Agency, says the effects of air pol- 
lution might be especially danger- 
ous in combination with cigarette 
smoking, which it views as a ma- 
jor factor in lung. cancer. 

The report says pollution from 
combustion appears heavily concen- 
trated in the Appalachian region 
and in the area westward to the 
Misslasippi River. 

It notes that lung cancer is twice 
as prevalent in urban areas as in 
rural areas, and is most prevalent

The. report deals with a specific 
group of air pollutant-particles com- 
posed of “polycyclic organic matter 
(POM)," 8. class of chemical com- 
pounds which form during the burn- 
ing of fossil fuels. . 

Some of these “POM” compounds 
are known to be capable of causing 
cancer, especially through occupa- 
tlonal exposure, . - 

:The report emphasizes that there 
is great uncertainty about their nos- 
‘alble role in causing cancer through 
air pollution, but it concludes that 
"Nt appears both reasonable and 
prudént” to assume such & con- 
nection. 

It says various studies “lead to 
an estimate of the effect.of. pollu- 
tion ‘on the lung cancer death rate 
of a & per cent increase per unit 
increase in urban pollution...” | 

Thus, it said, reducing the POM 
in urban air by four micro; 
per 1,000 Utres might reduce the 
lung cancer rate ‘by 20 per cent, 

The biggest emitters of POM, the 
report says, appear to be coal-fired 
home furnaces, burning coal- 
waste piles, coke production in the 
iron and steel industry and the in- 
ternal-combustion gasoline engine.

“The trouble,” ‘says Dr. Manuila, 
“4s that a third of the terms used 
in medicine are not only super- 
fluous, but also cause confusion... 
Ten or twenty words can be used 
to describe the same disease, cell or 


bacterium.” At the same time, scien- ~ 


tific progress continually adds new 
terms. Epilepsy, a relatively fre- 
quent illness, was generally regarded 
as a single disease until fairly re- 
cently, but WHO's Dictionary of 
Epilepsy now lists more than 100 
forms of this disease.

_Mr. Hliav has set out his 
views in his book "The Land of 
Splendour." It is a latter-day 
Utopia, arguing ultimately that 
Israel might become the perfect 
land if we will withdraw from 
administered territories. help in 
the creation of an independent 
Arab area in the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip, linked or not 
linked with Jordan as circum- 
stances may dictate, and, inci- 
dentally, avoid the social, ideolo- 
gical and practical difficulties 
that are created by close contact 
with a large Arab population — 
even,. apparently. the kind of 
contact that exists now. 

There is a simple counter- 
argument that seys that this 
was the position from 1946 to 
i987, that there was no Utopia, 
not at nome and certainly not 
on the borders. but two decades 
of intermittent werfare which 
made it impossible to give suffi- 
ecient attention to pressing do- 
mestic problems that have only 
become fully visible now because 
we gre no longer threatened by 
war at home. For two or three 
years Egypt’s President Sadat 
might maintain his present pre- 
carious position by claiming that 
it was his determined stand 
that had wrested such a victory 
as full withdrawal from Israel, 
but after? 

A fer more important and 
significant argument today is 
that it is precisely the co-exis- 
tence with the Arabs of the 
West Bank and opportunities for 
contact that have led to the very 
notable relaxation of tension be- 
tween Isr2el and Jordan. There 
is a growing realization that it 
was the fact of the sealed and 
closely defended borders that 
earsed hostility to build up, and 
thet we must not shut ourselves 
away again from our neighbours, 
whatever the difficulties involved. 

In any case, co-existence and 


gradual feelers towards a per- 
manent arrangement, together 
with the retention of military 
forces on the Jordan and at 
Sharm e-Sheikh and in the Golan 
Heights, are official Labour 
policy. When it was first for- 
mulated as the “oral policy” by 
Defence Minister Dayan in 1968, 
Foreign Minister Eban was 
known not to be happy with it, 
but he has since enunciated most 
of its terms himself on various 
occasions, There is certainly a 
group within the Alignment party 
cadres which favours 2 mini- 
malist stance, and Finance Min- 
ister Sapir gives it his support 
— though not necessarily to the 
one-man organization of Mr. 
Eliav. 

Mr. Eliav is lecturing to_ party 
branches on his ideas, and says 
with engaging openness that he 
hopes very much to be a mem- 
ber of the next Cabinet in 1973. 
Deputy party secretary Mor- 
dechai Surkiss, who holds views 
opposed to those of Mr. Eliav, 
has protested hotly that the 
Labour information organiza- 
tion has no right to push Mr. 
Eliav’s book and views if they 
do not also push the opposing 
view: he will succeed in this 
only if he can mobilize speakers 
to do the job. 

Inside the party echelons, 35 
inside its magazine “Ot,” 2 
chance appointment, or even Mr. 
Sapir’s great personal and or- 
ganizational influence, can make 
8 great deal of difference, and 
Mr. Bliav without any doubt be- 
lieves what he says when he 
declares that “most of the party 
is behind me.”

Perhaps it would be useful, 
even important, at this point to

Significance of U.S. veto 


Davar (Histadrut) writes: ‘While 
this may not be an American pre- 
cedent, the U.S. veto is a vigorous 
warning. Directed at the Security 
Council, the U.S. veto proves that 
an end can be put to the chain of 
Soviet veto dictates. The veto also 
serves as a denunciation of the Bu- 
ropean countries which gave in and 
voted for the Somali proposal. Pri- 
marily, however, by employing the 
veto, the U.S. has declared that 
it is the Arab countries who bear 
direct responsibility for terrorism. 
At the same time, it is also a U.S. 
acknowledgement of Israel's right to 
fight back against the terrorist or- 
ganizations and the Arab countries 
supporting them.” 

Ha'aretz (non-partyi, noting that 
this Is the first time the U.S. has 
cast a veto in the Security Council 
on the Middle Hast issue, says this 
will teach the Soviets a lesson. 
Proving to them that they are not 
the only ones who can impose their 
will on the Council. The paper adds: 
“The circumstances — the murder 
in Munich and possibly also the 
coming U.S. presidential elections — 
no doubt influenced the U.S. vote 
in the Security Council. But this 
does not reduce the importance of 
the act. This 15 a precedent which 
it will no longer be possible to 
erase from the awareness of the 
American public." 

Hatzofe (National Religious), 
ylewing the U.S. vote in the Secu- 
rity Council as a most significant 
change in the political arena, hopes 
that the U.S, stand will serve as a 
rallying point for ali European gov- 
ermments which have so far re- 
frained from fighting terrorism. The 
paper goes on to suggest that the 


veto might even slightly deter the 
Arab countries from open support 
for the terrorism. 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam) stresses 
that even if the U.S. veto is linked 
to the presidential elections, ‘the 
deciding factor in the U.S. position 
was Washington's acknowledgement 
that an open and vigorous stand 
must be taken against the danger 
of terrorism, which threatens the 
entire International community.” 

Hamodia (Agudat Yisrael) is of 
the opinion that the U.S. veto con- 
stitutes a turning point in Washing- 
ton's position, and that it serves 
as ἃ green light for Israel in her 
fight against the terrorists. The 
paper further interprets the veto as 
U.S. identification with Israel's 
action in Syria and Lebanon. — 

She'arim (Poalei Agudat Yisrael) 
referring to the Israeli action, says 
that, faced by the new phase of 
Arab terrorism, Israel is also em- 
barking on new methods to coun- 
ter the terrorism. The paper writes: 
“Faced by the increased threat of 
the Arab terrorism, Israel has react- 
ed with heavy bombings, which 
were an act of war to all intents. 
‘The cease-fire now depends on the 
actions of the Arab governments 
and the extent of their support for 
the terrorists." 

Omer (Histadrut) calls upon Is- 
rael “to co-ordinate her activities 
against terrorism in Europe with 
those countries within which the ter- 
rorists are attempting to act.” At 
the same time, the paper doubts 
the advisability of placing too much 
reliance on the ability of such 
countries to prevent assaults on Is- 
Taelis.

Arab papers 
rap veto 


The latest United States veto at 
the Security -Council gave Israel 
permission to continue its military 
actions against the unarmed Pales- 


tinjan refugees. the authoritative 
newspaper Al-Ahram commented 
yesterday. 


“The U.S. wanted the internation- 
al body to deviate from its original 
task to safeguard its member states 
and condemn a special organization 
(Black September) for its deeds, 
Al-Ahram wrote. 


“The U.S. latest stand and its 
support to Israel 18 inflaming the 
Middle East anew and exposing the 
whole region and the world to a 
dangerous situation.” ἡ 

The Lebanese newspaper Al-An- 
war said yesterday that the Amer- 
ican veto at the Security Council 
of a resolution for the suspension 
of all military operations had un- 
covered the Zionist character of the 
United States. 

“What more can the United States 
do to back Israel and antagonize 


‘the Arabs?" the paper asked. 


It added that the American at- 
titude, however, had not come as a 
surprise to anyone, since American 
candidates in the U.S. presidential 
elections were “creeping on their 
stomachs" for Jewish votes. 

Another newspaper, Al-Mohar- 
rer, said American hostility to the 
Arabs had reached its height at the 
Security Council , meeting. The Coun- 
cil had failed where it should have 
succeeded because of the American 
veto, the paper added 

“We should realize that the world 

moves only with the strong and 
accepts only the fait accompli, even 
if it is based on injustice and co- 
ercion.” 
A third Lebanese newspaper, 
the continued 
improvement of relations between 
Arab and Huropean states had up- 
set the U.S. and the Soviet Union 
at the same time. It was the main 
concern of the U.S. and Israel, in 
particular, to strike at the rap- 
prochement in any manner, the 
paper added. 
The Munich incident, coupled with 
directed propaganda, had hit the 
point of weakness in the under- 
standing — the cautious relations 
between the Arabs and 
which had been developing lately but 
had not yet been sufficiently 
strengthened.

SOVIET PROPAGANDA |

NTi-Israeli and anti-Jewish 
themes are more noticeable in 
Soviet propaganda aimed at the 
West than in that designed for 
Arab audiences, 

This ig one of the findings in a 
research study by Dr. Baruch Ha- 
zan,.to be published next month, on 
Soviet propaganda concerning the 
Middle East conflict. 

Dr. Hazan was born in Bulgaria 
and lived under a Communist re- 
gime until he came to Israel at the 
age of 16. Soviet propaganda always 
interested him and was the subject 
of his doctoral thesis at Syracuse 
University in New York. Today he 
lectures on the subject at Bar-Han 
University (Political Science Depart- 
ment) and is a senior researcher 
at Tei Aviv University's Institute 
for Research on the Soviet Union. 

I was surprised to hear that the 
Israel-Arab conflict is played down 
in Soviet propaganda to the Arab 
world. Dr. Hazan explained: “In 
Speaking to the Arahs, the Rus- 
sians continually emphasize that 
they would be in the Arab countries 
today even if there weren't a con- 
flict with Israel. The Arab states 
are portrayed as being fighters for 
Progress and for sociaHsm, who 
need the help of the Soviets in 
their struggle against reactionary 
and imperiaHstic forces. in the area, 
particularly Israel,’ 

PATRONIZING LINE 

But wouldn't the Arabs prefer to 
hear that the Soviets are there ‘to 
help them fight Israel — instead 
of the Russian line which sounds 
almost patronizing? ᾿ 

“The Russians have been tying 
the Arab leaders’ hands for the past 
five years,” he says. “Another Arab 
defeat: might be more than the 
Kremlin leadership can stand. White 
they're working so hard to prevent 
the Arabs from golug to war, they 
can’t claim they've come to help 
fight Israel.” ᾿ 

Since the Soviet experts were ex- 
pelled from Egypt, Dr. Hazan con- 
tinues, Russian propaganda in that 
country has taken on a tone of 
“Is this what we deserve after all 
we've done for you?” In the other 


Arab countries, it retains its altruis- - 


tic form. 


“Of course, it's. no secret that 


the Russiang are in the Middle .. 


Bast for their own strategic rea- 
sons — bases for their fleet and 
opportunities to keep a watch on 
the American Sixth Fleet and on 
Nato, If the Suez Canal were to 
be reopened, it would be cheaper 
for the Russians to move goods 
via the Canal than by land.

In Soviet propsganda to the West 
Dr. Hazan says, anti-Israeli and anti-
